MUSICIAN STRANGELY MISSING 
FROM HER HOME IN KANSAs CITY 
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IDE SEARCH 
GIVES NO TRACE OF 
MISSING PIANISTE 


Mrs. Ethel Boggess, Wife of 
Kansas City Doctor, Hunted 
Here and Elsewhere. 








Two detéctive agencies and the police 
of Columbus, O.; St. Louis, Kansas City 
end Chicago are making a_ wide 
search for Mrs. Ethel Keating Boggess, 
who disappeared at 11 a. m., last Friday, 
in the shopping district of Kansas City, 
and of whom not a traee has been found 
since. Photographs and descriptions of 
the woman have been given to the news- 
papers of the four cities in the hope 
that a clew to her whereabouts thus 
may be obtained. 

Mrs. Boggess, a talent pianist, is the 
wife of Dr. John S. Boggess of Kansas 
City, formerly of the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital Service. Mefftal weakness, 
due to heart disease, is believed to have 
caused Mrs. Boggess’ disappearance. 
Mrs. Boggess’ father, T. J. Keating, a 
well-known attorney of 1317 East Broad 
street, Columbus, is directing the search 
for the woman from that city. 


Boggess Vanished in Kansas 
City Shopping District. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 9.—Mrs. 
Ethel Keating Boggess left her home, 
1317 Linwood boulevard, here, last Fri- 
day morning for the shopping district, 
where she last was seen at 11 a. m. She 
had considerable money when she dis- 
appeared. A nurse in a Kansas City 
hospital said she had seen a woman 
answering Mrs. Boggess’ description in 
the streets last Friday evening. 

Dr. J. S&S. Boggess, the husband, has 
made a personal search of every hos- 
pital in the city, closely scrutinizing 
every woman patient, without obtaining 
a trace of his wife.

SMYTH VERDICT 


Coroner About to Write ‘‘Acci- 
dental Death’? When He Is 
Told of a Fight. 


OLIVE ADDRESS 
Policeman Sent to See if Informa- 
tion About Jefferson Club Of- 
ficer in Row Can Be Given.

Deputy Coroner Carriere sat down at 
his desk in the Coroner’s office Friday 
to write a verdict of accidental death 
in the case of Michael F. Smyth, secre- 
tary of the Jefferson Club, who was 
found dead Wednesday morning in a 
driveway adjoining the club at 3839 Olive 


street. 

He had dipped the pen in the ink. 

Just then the telephone bell rang. He 
answered it. As woman’s voice said: 

“If you haven't closed the Smyth in- 
quest I can tell you where you can get 
some information. If you will send a 
policeman to 40655 Olive street a woman 
will tell you about a fight Smyth had 
Tuesday night with another officer of 
the club.’’ 

Carriere held up the verdict and sent 
Sergt. Haley to the Olive street address. 
He said that no verdict would be re- 
turned until Haley reported back to 
him. 

The police in the afternoon began in- 
vestigation of a rumor that Smyth and 
another officer of the club quarreled on 
the third floor of the clubhouse about 
1:30 a. m., Wednesday. According to 
this information an officer of the club 
entered and accused Smyth of carrying 
tales to his wife. Smyth resented this. 
The two went to the third floor, where 
a fight started. , 

Those who are circulating the rumor 
say that one of the club attendants 
followed to help the club officer who 
was fighting with Smyth. 

Only Autopsy Report Awaited, 

Testimony at the inquest was bélieved 
to have been concluded Thursday and 
Carriere only awaited. the report of an 
autopsy physician before making out 
the verdict. 

The autopsy report said that death 
was due to concussion of the brain, 
resulting from a fall. Believing that 
Smyth fell from a second story win- 
dow Carriere had intended to return an 
accidental death verdict. 

It was also shown by the autopsy that 
Smyth had a heart trouble,’ but Dr. 
Hartmann, the reporting physician, did 
not think this was the cause of death 
or of the fall.

DETROIT BRIBERY

16 NEW ARRESTS 


Seven Members of Council Re- 
taken and Nine Other Men 
Are Accused of Graft. 


NEW LEAD IS DISCOVERED 


Prosecutor Asserts Additional 
Instances of Crookedness 
Have Been Found. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 9.—Sixteen men 
were arrested and efforts were being 
made to serve warrants on half a dozen 
others as a result of what Prosecuting 
Attorney Shepherd declares is an en- 
tirely new lead in municipal graft, as 
distinguished from that which was un- 
covered a few days ago by Burns de- 
tectives. 

Seven of the men taken into custody 
were Aldermen who formerly were ar- 
rested on graft charges, as follows: 
Andrew J. Walsh, Louis Brozo, Louis 
E. Tossy, Frank J. Mason, Thomas E. 
Glinnan, Martin J. Ostrowski and David 
Rosenthal. 

The new arrests were: William H. C. 
Hindley, William Koenig (candidate for 
Mayor), George E. Ellis, Thomas Lynch, 
Patrick O’Brien, Joseph Merritt, Wil- 
liam Zoeller, Richard Watson and 
Stephen D. Skrzycki. 

Those newly arrested were required 
to furnish $5000 bonds and those for- 
merly taken in custody were released 
upon furnishing security to the amount 
of $2000. 

Based on New Evidence. 

The new evidence is alleged to have 
been obtained by the prosecutor cover- 
ing the city administration for years 
back. 

The prosecutor stated he has struck 
many new instances of graft, but he 
refused to say whether the evidence 
was obtained, as it has been rumored, 
from confessions by Aldermen previ- 
ously arrested. He declared that sev- 
eral Aldermen would be arrested on 
more than two charges. 

The Superintendent of Police early 
sent out nearly every detective on the 
force t® arrest the Aldermen. 

The prisoners were at once locked ‘n 
cells at police headquarters. 

“They're coming in so fast I’m afraid 
we'll have to put three in each cell 
pretty soon,’’ said the doorman, after 
several had been brought in and the 
arrangements for bail were delayed. 

The beginning of the graft exposures 
came through the efforts of Andrew H. 
Green, a rich manufacturer, who put up 
the $10,000 that was used as marked bills 
and who, with the co-operation of Mayor 
Thompson of Detroit, hired the Burns 
detectives. Immediately after the ex- 
posure Green appeared as Cadillac in a 
festival celebrating the two hundred and 
eleventh anniversary of the founding 
of the city. 

Reformer Marked Bills. 

Green was in frequent conference with 
W. J. Brennan, the Burns detective, 
who posed as a representative of the 
Wabash Railroad in an effort to get 
street vacation bills through the Coun- 
cil and he marked the bills which were 
paid to the aldermen after they had 
passed the measure. 

Green started as a poor boy, but by 
his own efforts climbed to a position 
of wealth and influence. He was al- 
ways interested in public affairs, some- 
times on the side of capital and often 
in behalf of labor. He signed the bonds 
of Detroit labor leaders arrested in the 
McNamara dynamiting cases, advancing 
the theory that the men whould have an 
opportunity to have their guilt or inno- 
cence tested without being compelled to 
stay in jail.

Charles Wachtol and Wife Have 
Lived Apart in Webster Home 
for That Time. 


Inquiry by election challengers into 
the right of Charles Wachtol of Web- 
ster Groves to vote in Tuesday’s pri- 
maries revealed that for 19 years Wach- 
tol and his wife have been estranged, 
although they have had rooms in the 
same house. 

Fourteen years ago they were recon- 
ciled, but the reconciliation was brief. 
They again separated after two or 
three months, the husband returning to 
his solitary room, on the second floor 
of their residence. 

Two sons and a daughter, who sided 
with the mother, share with her all the 
house except that room. In it Wachtol 
eats and sleeps, cooking his own meals 
end eating them alone. To get to his 
room he frequently passes the dining 
room downstairs, where the rest of his 
family is gathered, oblivious to his pres- 
ence. 

Neighbor Challenges Vote, 

When Wachtol appeared at a Webster 
precinct Tuesday, his right to vote was 
challenged by a neighbor. 

As Wachtol had lived near Webster 
for more than 2% years, this challenge 
was a surprise. A Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, who investigated, discovered the 
strange division of the Wachtol house- 
hold. 

Sam, 19 vears old, a son, was the only 
member of the family who would talk 
about its troubles. He said his father, 
who is 78 years old, and his mother, 
who is 55, were married 27 years ago, 
Their eldest child, a daughter, 24 
years old, is married. 

A short time after they had built 
their home, a pretty frame country 
house which stands in a garden and 
orchard, just outside Webster, the 
parents quarreled. Although, according 
to Sam Wachtel the house had been 
built with the mother’s money, there 
was a deed of trust upon it in which 
her husband’s signature appeared. In- 
stead of moving out, the husband took 
cne room, leaving the rest of the house 
to the others.

W. H. Nieman Falls From Barge

The Mississippi was searched at two 
pdints on the South St. Louis river

but after the wedding Thompson, who 
has charge of the Government fleet, got 
Nieman a watchman’s job there. The 
Niemans lived at 3540 Iowa avenue. 

The Stelmokowicz boy, who was un- 
able to swim, went into the water with 
other boys, against his father’s comi- 
mand. He stepped into deep water, 
and Frank John, 13 years old, tried to 
save him, but was almost drowned in 
the effort. Other boys pushed a pole 
toward Frank John, and he was saved 
after he had been twice dragged down. 
The drowned boy lived at 1026 Lough- 
borough avenue.

It takes about two months to enact 
an ordinance and make the other pro- 
visions necessary for a special elec- 
tion, and that is Reber’s reason for 
fixing that length of time as the in- 
terval that should elapse between 
elections. This plan is also made ap- 
propriate, Reber says, by the fact that 
interest and sinking fund payments for 
the bridge amount in two months to 
something more than $50,000, or about 
the same that it costs to hold a special 
election. 

What It Is Costing. 

“The sooner people realize that they 
have got to pass the bond issue the 
better.” said Reber to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Maybe it will help them 
to realize it if they know that the in- 
terest and sinking fund cost the city 
$315,000 a year, or $26,250 a month, and 
if they know that special elections at 
intervals of 60 days are doubling that 
expense to the city. The interest is 
$140,000 a year and the sinking fund 
payments $175,000, and while the latter 
isn’t an absolute loss, the money 
doesn’t come back to the city. 

“Refore starting the series of spe- 
cial elections we should give the mat- 
ter a trial at the November general 
election. I am told it can legally be 
voted on then, and with the vote that 
the presidential election would bring 
out, I believe we could pass the bond 
issue. Some think it would work just 
the other way, but there would be lit- 
tle extra expense about trying it, and I 
think it would be a good thing to do. 

“Suppose a question of this kind had 
come up in Los Angeles or Seattle, or 
any of those progressive cities out there. 
It would have passed overwhelmingly. 
But here the people seem to be asleep. 

Reber repeated his former statement 
that there was no way to complete the 
bridge except by a bond issue.

St. Louis Boy, Who Finished Eighth at Stockholm, Com- 
pleted Journey Full of Run; Winner Was 
Utterly Exhausted. 





‘‘ERXLEBEN WINS! 


Erxleben, home from his great trip, 
is proud of the fact that he finished 
eighth in a field of 94 starters, but re- 
grets that he didn’t run his own race 
instead of ‘“‘teaming’’ with Joe For- 
shaw and Clarence Demar, the Boston 
man. 
To substantiate his claim that he 
could have won had he run his own 
race, Joe has as Exhibit A a picture of 
McArthur, the winner, crossing the.fin- 
ish line, in utter exhaustion. The Afri- 
can policeman seems on the verge of 
collapse. His face is the picture of tor- 
ture and pain. 
Exhibit B of the Erxleben coltection 
shows himself, sprinting, fresh and 
strong, across the finish. Exhibit C is 
a detailed account of the race from an 
English paper, much more elaborate 
than any printed in America, which sets 
forth that Erxleben was in the best 
condition of all those who finished. 
There Joe rests his case. However, he 
tells his own story, as follows: 
Forshaw, Erxleben and 

Demar Run as Team. 
“On the day of the race I was a bit 
nérvous. There were 9% of the greatest 
distance runners in the world entered, 
and the crowd was the biggest of the 
entire meeting. I was making my first 
appearance before such a throng and 
naturally I wasn’t sure of myself. Joe 
Forshaw was running his’ fourth 
Olympic Marathon and I respected Joe 
as being one of the really. dangerous 
competitors. Others held the same opin- 
ion. So I decided to stay with Joe, who 
elected to follow Clarence Demar, the 
Boston man who was picked by many 
to win. 
“The course was twelve and one-half miles 
out and the same back. I ran alongside of 


Forshaw and Demar to the turn. The road 
was a crooked one, winding around hills, and

Erxleben says his one ambition is to com- 
pete in another Olympic marathon. "Ee oS 
the most inspiring event in all athletics,’’ is 


the way Joe describes the race. 
Erxieben says that Joe Forshaw has quit 
the game for good. Before the race For- 


shaw told Erxleben and Johnny Hayes. who 
trained the runners, that he would throw 
his shoes away, no matter where he finished. 
After taking tenth place, Forshaw hurled one 
of his shoes out the window and put the 
other in his trunk as a souvenir. Erxleben 
says Forshaw has a record of having com- 
peted in four Olympics. He was in the one 
at the World’s Fair here in 1904, at Athens 
in 1906, London in 1908, and Stockholm in 
1912. 


The. absence of an attendant along the 
route hurt many runners’ chances, Erxleben 
says. Incidentally Joe reveals the admission 
prices charged at the games. Bleachers 
seats sold for one kron (174% cents in Amer- 
ican money), while the grand stand seats 
were worth three krons.

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Who Are Scotch-Irish? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


In your issue of Friday I noticed an inquiry from a 
correspondent as to the meaning of the term Scotch- 
Irish, as applied to a certain class in Ireland. The 
term, as I understand it, refers to the descendants 
of those Scottish settlers who colonized parts of Ire- 
land from time to time, more especially the Province 
of Ulster, in the seventeenth centupy. 

Cromwell gave great encouragement to the Scottish 
Protestant peasantry'to establish themselves in Ire- 
land, with the result that great numbers from Ayr- 
shire and other parts crossed the channel and settled 
in the North of Ireland, with material advantage 
both to themselves and that country. They pros- 
pered and made that section of the country prosper- 
ous, proving @ source of strength to the Government 
of the day, as they have done many times since, as 
witness the historic defense of Londonderry by the 
"Derry boys in 1689. . 

The descendants of those settlers are, of course, 
now recognized as Irishmen, but most of them yet 
trace their Scottish descent, retaining many of the 
characteristics. of their ancestors, and the term 
Scotch-Irish has come to be applied to them to dis- 
tinguish them from the Celtic portion of the popula- 
tion. While retaining many of the traits of their 
Scottish ancestors, they seem to have absorbed at 
the same time many of the distinguishing features of 
the Irish, and the combination has proved to be a 
happy one.

Democracy or Aristocracy? 
R. WILSON had served five 


ton University before he 
reached the point of irre- 
pressible conflict. So long as 
he confined himself to the 

strictly educational workings of the 
school he had been allowed to have 
his way without much opposition. But 
now, when his constructive mind reached 
over to the student’s social life and 
undertook to organize that and bring it 
into proper relationship with the other 
elements of university life, he found 
that he had put his hand upon what the 
guardians of the aristocratic institution 
were really interested in and what they 
were not disposed to see changed. 
His idea was the organization of the 
university in a number of “‘colleges’’ or 
“quadrangles’’—practically dormitories— 
each of which should harbor a certain 
number of men from every class, with 
a few of the younger professors. It 
was not a new idea with President Wil- 
s0n; people remembered that he had 
talked of it at least ten years before 
he became president. It was precisely 
in line with the preceptorial plan# in- 
deed, it was the necessary c ination 
of that plan. 
President Wilson secured the appoint- 
ment of a committee consisting of seven 
of ‘the trustees to investigate the merits 
of the ‘‘quad’’ proposal, and at the 
June, 1907, meeting the committee re- 
ported on “the social co-ordination of 
the university,”’ indorsing Mr. Wilson’s 
plan. The report of this committee 
was accepted, and its recommendation 
adopted, with only one dissenting vote, 
25 of the 27 trustees being present, at 
the June meeting. 

HAT was amiss with the 

proposal? 

This—that it cut into the aristocratic 
social structure which the dominating 


eee in Princeton had erected for 
itself. 

If, visiting Princeton, you will proceed 
to the top of a street known as Pros- 
pect avenue, and pass down it, you will 
see something which is not paralleled 
at any seat of learning in the world.
